CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—The endo- 


crine glands affect the emotional 
life, according to an admission 
which Clarence 8S. Darrow, chief 
counsel for Nathan Leopold Jr. 
and Rich@rd Loeb, slayers of Rob- 


ert Franks, drew today from Dr. 
H, Douglas nger, State alienist, 
on cross-examination inthe Franks 
hearing. The answer came in this 
form: “Are the endocrine glands 
part ofthe emotional life?” ‘Yes, 
sir.”’ 

“Do they affect it?”’ Ota they are 
part of it, they must affect\Nit.”’ 

Dr. Singer -is the alienist' who 
used the term “schizophrenfc” Sat- 
urday to denote a split personality. 
Darrow referred to e@ word as 
that “sizay thing.”’ 

Dr. William 0O. Krohn, who has 
specialized in genetic psychology, 
also testified. 

Doctor Carefully Qualifies. 

Darrow and Dr. Singer engaged 

in a spirited contest, which at times 
caused spectators to titter as the 
two bandied words. 
‘Such terms as “egocentric,” 
“psychopathic personality,” “‘psy- 
chosis’’ and “pathological’’ struck 
some of the court fans as comical, 
and bailiffs had to warn such per- 
sons several times to maintain 
composure. 

The crosg-éxamination was di- 
rected toward an attempt to get 
from .the State allenist an admis- 


sion that physical characteristica+derstood 


and mental processes which the 
experts have found in the de- 
fendants were signs of approaching 
insanity or at least of “mental dig- 
ease.”' 

The doctor shied away from 
mentiog of the latter, but readily 
discussed the former when pre- 
sented to him in an academic 
sense. Phantasies and hallucina- 
tions were given by Dr. Singer as 
“signs of insanity,’’ but he quali- 
fied this by adding “sometimes.” 
He once acknowledged that Loeb’s 
habit of imagining himself a ‘“‘mas- 
ter criminal” was “in @ sense” a 
hallucination. R. 

Paranoid Personalities. 

‘Darrow asked Dr. Singer wheth- 
er he had found “any evidence 
whatever of paranold personalities” 
in the defendants. The Doctor said 
there was “some similarity but the 
main features wére lacking.” 

After a bit of sparring the wit- 
ness ‘named selfishness and dom- 
inéering personality as euch evi- 
dence. 

The testimony went ‘into the sig- 
nificance of self-satisfaction. Dr. 
Singer said it was evidence of para- 
noid-personality and acknowledged 
he had found it in Leopold and 
Loeb. 

Exakgeration of self-importance, 
consideration of himself as a su-} 
perman, priding one’s self on con- 
trol of emotion were all “common 
in paranoids,” Dr. Singer said, 

Darrow was conducting the 
questioning from a book on para- 
nolds written by the witness. Dr. 
Singer said that the real test of a 
paranoid was the “egocentric” 
character. He acknowledged _ 
that paranofacs learn readily. 

“While they learn readily and 
get through school easily there | 
is no grasp of the relations.of the 
rrateriail learned to the values in 
life," read Darrow from Dr. Sin- 
ger’s bodk. 

Egocentric Personality. 

The witness said this was cor- 
rect as applied to the egocentric 
personality. The attornéy and 
doctor sparred over application of 
this characteristic to paranoids, 
the latter trying to distinguish be- 
tween “egocentric” and “psycho- 
pathic” personalities. ’ 

After they had finally’ agreed 
that the terms were Closely re- 
lated, Darrow turned to the record 
of the direct examination. 

“Is a paranolac personality a dis- 
cased personality?’ he asked. ‘I 
mg no distinction there.

Since the publication of a tele. 
gram from Lee to James E. Fer- 
guson, expressing a hope that Mrs. 
Ferguson will be the Democratic 
nominee and saying that if she is 
Lee will regard his nomination an 
“empty honor” many Republican 
leaders have suggested that Lee 
withdraw, and he said that if he 
finds he ie not in harmony with 
the leaders he will do so. Party 
leaders will meet in Houston as 
soon as the result of the Democrat- 
ic primary is known. The meeting 
was arranged before Lee's  tele- 
gram t@¥erguson, but there is add- 
ed interest as a resuk of the téle- 
gram.

Effect of New Vote. 


Now arises the interesting ques- 
tion of the practical effect of the 
army of new votersin the presi- 
dential election, and especially the 
power of the new vote in close or 
pivotal States. In order to meas- 
ure this factor, there is set up in 
the statistical tables appended, 
first, the number of prospective 
new voters, male and female, for 


each State, based on data of the) 


1920 census, and alongside in par- 
allel columns the respective presi- 
dential plurality in the last two 
national elections, 1916 and 1920. 
It is interesting to compare the 
new-voter tetal with the presiden- 
tial plurality by States and geo- 
graphic division. 

Looking first at the national to- 
tal, the largest plurality ever shown 
in a presidential election was that 
of ¥,000,000 for Harding and Cool- 
jdge in 1920. Nothing like such a 
plurality was ever known before, 
and may seldom be seen again. Or- 
dinarily the national plurality is a 
few hundred thousand, that of Wii- 
son in 1916 being 591,000. But 
even the 7,000,000 plurality of 1920 
is equaled and probably exceeded 
by the number of new citizens of 
voting age who may go to the polis 
November. Therefore, the 
army of first voters is a factor of 
firet importance. 

Consider the situation as it af- 
feots the leading close or pivotal 
states. Take Indiana. The decid- 
ing plurality was only 6942 in 1916 
and 10,700 in 1908; while the aver- 
age margin is seldom over 560,000. 
Even the 1920 record of 185,000, 
which may never be known in In- 
diana again, is exceeded by the 
number of 1924 first voters, 199,- 


683.

US. SENATOR COLT 
DIES AT AGE OF 78 


Republican Member From 
Rhode Island Had Been Ill 
for About Two Weeks. 


By the Associated Press. 
BRISTOL, R. IL. Aug.: 18.— 


United States Senator Le Baron 
Bradford Colt, Republican, died at 
5 o'clock this morning. He had 


been ill for about two weeks from 
heart disease and néphritis. 


Colt, a resident of Bristol, was 
born in Dedham, Mass., June 25, 
1846. He was graduated from 
Yale University in 1868 and then 
from Columbia College Law School. 
He devoted a year to travel in 
Europe, and then practiced law in 
Chicago until 1875, when he trans- 
ferred his residence to Bristol and 
practiced law in Providence. He 
received the A. M. degree from 
Brown University in 1881, and U. 
D.’s from Columbia in 1904, Yale 
in 1906 and Brown in 1914. From 
1879 to 1881 he was a member of 
the Rhode Island General Assem- 
bly. In March, 1881, President 
Garfield made him United States 
Distfict Judge for Rhode Island, 
and in July, 1884, President Ar- 
thur named him United States Cir- 
cuit Judge for the First Judicial 
Circuit. 

Elected to Senate in 1913. 

In January, 1913, he was elected 
to the United States Senate to suc- 
ceed George Peabody. Wetmore. 
He was re-elected in 1918. 

In 1873 he married Mary Louise 
Ledyard in Chicago, who died in 
1922. Three daughters survive this 
union.

Deaf and 
dumb persons were formerly re- 
garded as idiots and so could not 
legally marry. They now do so in 


any extent, although they did in 
the past. Before the Civil War, 
slaves could not marry, but acts of 
Congress have since legitimized 
any such past relationship. Mar- 
riage between negroes and whites 
is forbidden in many states and 50, 
on the Pacific coast, is marriage 
between Chinese and whites. The 
most interesting prohibitions un- 
der this head are the oid statutes 
which forbade the inte: marriage 
of Roman Catholics and Protest- 
ants in States like Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania. 
Twelve Bars to Marriage. 

In the practice of my profes- 
sion I have been constantly struck 
by t@ ignorance of clients regard- 
ing such an elementary legal! prop- 
osition as that the law does not 
permit all persons of the opposite 
sex to marry. 

But besides (1) mental inca- 
pacity, (2) disqualification by law 
based on race, color, and, in some 
countries, rank and religion, and 
(3) the impediment of having an- 
other husband or wife still living 
(the first merriage being still un- 
Giasotved), there are many other 
bars to marriage, including (4) 
physical incapacity, (5) age, (6) 
consanguinity or nearness by blood, 
(7) affinity or nearness by mar- 
riage, (3) the use of force or 
“duress,” physical or mental, (9) 
fraud, and false pretense, (10) mis- 
take and error. (11) failure to bo- 
serve the requirements of the lo- 
cal laws governing what is neces- 
sary to constitute a valid cere- 
mony. (12) failure to secure proper 
consent of parents where the 
parties, or one of them, are un- 
der age. 

In a word, the “once-married- 
always-marriead™ rule applies only 
when you are actually married 
and, after talking to an expert di- 
vorce lawyer, you may be Inclined 
to conclude that most people are 
not really married at all, but only 
think they ere.

Now we all know without being 
told that the marriage of close 
bloed relatives is likely to be dis- 
astrous from the standpoint of 
biology and eugenics. But many 
of us do not know that the inter- 
marriage of persons of entirely 
different bloed and connected by 
marriage only has. likewise been 
forbidden from the earliest times. 
The reasons are historical, senti- 
mental, legally fictional, and high- 
ly problemeatical. The author of 
Leviticus said that such marriages 
are “wickedness” because they are 
“near of kin” and let it go at that, 
as sufficient reason; and the 
Church, building upon this general 
statement, developed it, largely for 
the sake of political leverage dur- 
ing the Middle Ages, to an aston- 
ishing degree—so astonishing in 
fact that a statute was passed in 
England in time of Henry VIII for- 
bidding the annulment of mar- 
riages which were more remote 
than the Levitical Decrees. 
“Consanguinity” is the word by 
which blood relationship is legally 
Gescribed in this respect, and on 
that account al? marriages are for- 
bidden in the direct line of either 
ascent or descent. But the English 
law went further and put “sffinity”’ 
on the same foéting with “consan- 
guinity” as a bar to marriage. 
Archbishep Parker’s table of de- 
grees has, since 1563, been the 
standard adopted In the English 
ecclesiastical courts. It applies 
equally to illegitimate as well as 
legitimate children and to relatives 
of the half-blood equally with 
those of the whole, and it provides 
that a man may not marry his 
grandmother, grandfather's wife, 
wife's grandmother, father’s sister, 
mother’s sister, father’s brother’s 
wife, mother’s brother's wife, wife's 
father's sister, wife's mother’s sis- 
ter, Mother, step-mother, wife's 
mother, daughter, wife's daughtér, 
ete. These general principles are 
recognized tn the United States, al- 
though the doctrine of “affinity,” 
which forbidg marriage between 
those connected by marriage, is 
mot applied nearly so stringently.
